Unrest in labor circles is by no means confined lo this 


country, la lingland workers arc making demands, some of 
wliicli are even more radical than those advanced in the 
United States. There the miners have opened a campaign for 
a six-hour day with a 30 per cent increase in wages, and full 
pay for demobilized miners dnrihg periods of unemployment. 
The railroad men want an eight-hour day, double pay for 
overtime -and Sundays and lime and a lialf for nighl work. 
Transport workers demand a 4G>4-hoiir week and other 
classes of workers are moving for similar and fully as pro- 
nounced concessions. 


And everybody knows what is going on in this country, 


where no disposition is shown lo bo\V to Ihc changed condi- 
tions brought aboul by the ending of the war. 
Strikes and 


sympathetic strikes have taken place in many parls of the 
country (o enforce demands for shorter hours and more pay 
in spile .of Ihe fad that, thousands of men are out of work, 
while Ihc army of unemployed, is being slcaciily augmenled 
by the arrival of service men from overseas. 


Tljerc is danger thai this thing will be carried loo far.

should not be forgotten thai it will be impossible lo keep work 
and wages at a war level in lime of peace, and that it behooves 
all to face facts and conditions as Ihey.arc and make the best 
of the situation. If (his is done and the workers are reasonable 
in their demands there will be liltle (rouble and no actual liarc 
ship, but there is no telling what will happen if an allempl i 
made lo keep1 wages and working conditions as they have beci 
during Ihc war, when everything was on an abnormal basis 
the continuance of which no reasonable mau'could expect. 


It is time to begin lo cool down and lake a sober view of th 


situation. Some slackening in certain kinds of business is un 
.avoidable, but there will be no serious trouble if the worker 
will be reasonable in their demands. 
It should be rememberer 


that the government is no longer monopolixing Ihe markcl am 
thill from this time on manufacturers musl sell where (hey cai 
Jind buyers who are able.lo pay for (lie goods oul of Iheir owr 
pockels. 
Clothing, shoes and oilier commodities are no 


longer lo be paid for with millions appropriated by Congress 
but with the earnings of Ihe people, and if these earnings arc 
reduced by ill-advised action not only the workers but the 
culire country musl suffer in consequence. 


There is no reason why business of all kinds should not be 


fairly good by spring in 'the absence of -disturbances and un- 
reasonable" demands on Ihe pail of those who work for wages. 
11 is therefore to be hoped thai the present unrest will sub- 
side, that reason will prevail and that the agitators a ml 
(rouble makers will be relegated .to the rear by (he industrial 
forces thai ought lo know belter than (o kill Ihe goose which 
lays Ihe golden eggs.
